IT MUST BE BIZARRE to be Charlie 
Sheen these days. The 44-year-old actor 
is mired in legal woes and bad press 
after an alleged argument with his wife 
on Christmas Day resulted in a host of 
criminal charges.

At 15 million viewers, 
Two and a Half Men remains the 
most watched sitcom.

said, “Leaving is 100 percent his idea.” Unfor- 
tunately, there’s an added wrinkle: CBS has 
already renewed Men for another two seasons. 
Since Sheen hasn’t officially told his bosses 
that he’s quitting, execs at Warner Bros., the 
studio that produces the show, presumed that 
the actor was taking his salary negotiations 
public to secure an even larger raise. (It 
wouldn’t be the first time—see: Brad Garrett, 
Katherine Heigl, and most recently, the cast 
of Jersey Shore.) Already, Warner Bros. had 
reportedly offered him nearly $1 million per epi- 
sode, up from the $850,000 he receives today. 
But a source close to the actor insists that 
this is no negotiation ploy. Sheen is exhausted 
and at a crossroads. He’s still facing jail time 
for charges of felony menacing, criminal 
mischief, and third-degree assault from the 
dispute with his wife, Brooke Mueller; a trial

date has been set for July 21. Moreover, Sheen 
can afford to take a step out of the spotlight, 
especially since he has a stake in Men’s syndi- 
cation profits (not to mention the $18 million 
or so he raked in for this season). 

The real question is whether Men can afford 
to go on without him. It wouldn’t be unprece- 
dented: Laverne & Shirley did one more season 
without Cindy Williams in 1982 (albeit with 
painful results). But such a change would 
likely hurt ad sales for Men, which reportedly 
commands north of $220,000 for a 30-second 
spot, and prompt CBS to bump the show from 
its 9 p.m. perch on Mondays in favor of The Big 
Bang Theory. Instead, it seems far more likely 
that Warner Bros. will persuade its volatile 
star to work an abbreviated schedule in order 
to assure fans and Madison Avenue that while 
Sheen may be down, he’s definitely not out.

IN YOUR FACE, Katie Couric: Sarah Palin is now 
a TV news interviewer too. And her debut per- 
formance—April 1 on Fox News’ Real American 
Stories—clearly appealed to her base. With a 
folksy salute to everyday people in difficult 
circumstances (such as the family of a soldier 
who died in Iraq), Palin drew 2 million viewers, 
beating both Anderson Cooper on CNN and 
Countdown on MSNBC.

“This is the end—she has gone 
show business, from which she shall never 
return.” One of the guys Palin beat on April 1 
also thinks she has a career in cable news.

Big Stars Fail to Ignite 
The Indie Box Office 


AST WEEKEND, Susan Sarandon, Pierce Brosnan, and Carey 

Mulligan debuted The Greatest to anything but great box office, 

with a $37,000 gross. It continues a disheartening trend: Big stars 
headlining indie movies are not translating into big hits. Greenberg, from 
director Noah Baumbach and star Ben Stiller, has earned Stiller’s low- 
est gross—$2.3 million so far—since 1998’s Permanent Midnight. Kristen 
Stewart's punk biopic The Runaways has grossed only $1.9 million after 
three weeks. Amanda Seyfried—who helped take February's Dear John 
to $80 million—seduced both Liam Neeson and Julianne Moore in 
Chloe and still scrounged up less than $2 million. (Not to mention recent 
news of Uma Thurman's Motherhood grossing only $132 in the U.K. after 
earning $93,000 in the U.S. last year.) What gives? 

The problem may be less star power and more marketing. “I don’t think 
putting a movie star into an indie film works unless the film’s terrific or 
you're willing to back it up by spending the money it takes to reach that 
star’s commercial audience,” says Tom Ortenberg, former president of 
theatrical films at Lionsgate and The Weinstein Co. The Runaways opened 
fairly wide, but if the studio, Apparition, wanted Stewart's legion of 
Twilight fans to show up, the R rating didn’t help. And Chloe, from director 
Atom Egoyan, may have suffered because it wasn’t indie enough. “Chloe 
was one movie where if they had gone wide and spent the money, it could 
have worked as a sexy, erotic thriller,” says one indie marketer. As for 
Greenberg, Focus Features says it’s happy with the result. “This film was 
for very hardcore art moviegoers,” says Jack Foley, Focus’ president of 
distribution, who along with his team made sure to articulate to audiences 
that this wasn’t your usual Ben Stiller. “It’s very dangerous if you don’t let 
people know that Ben’s not doing Night at the Museum.” —NS

TAR WARS hit theaters on May 25, 

1977, and it was unlike anything we’d 
ever seen. The perfect marriage of story and spectacle, the 
movie gave us a familiar plotline (save the princess!) in a 
most unfamiliar setting (outer space, with aliens, droids, 
Sith lords, and an entire cantina full of oddballs).

second Transformers movie, or, a bit closer 
to home, the unfortunate Jar Jar Binks 
experiment—amazingly, all the newbies in 
Empire became instant fan favorites. There’s 
the pint-size Jedi Master Yoda, who, as a 
puppet, really could have been a disaster of epic proportions; 
enigmatic bounty hunter Boba Fett; smooth-talkin’ Lando 
Calrissian (Billy Dee Williams); and, of course, Lobot—a silent 
yet striking Kojak-looking wannabe with an awesome com- 
puter fashion accessory wrapped around his head. They all 
help elevate Empire beyond mere sequel status. 

But what makes The Empire Strikes Back the greatest and 
grandest of all Star Wars films is its emotional resonance. This 
is no feel-good popcorn film, as the Rebel Alliance is on the 
receiving end of a pretty much continuous loop of butt kickings, 
starting from the very first line of the opening crawl: “It is a 
dark time for the Rebellion.” Sure, in Star Wars (later retitled, 
somewhat lamely, Hpisode IV: A New Hope) an entire planet 
is destroyed from afar—Alderaan, R.I.P.—but for the main 
characters, the only real moment of dread in that movie is when 
they get stuck in a room full of stinky garbage. Compare that with

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N AN EARLIER ERA of Colin Farrell's 
life, this would have been a four-alarm- 
hangover afternoon. It’s the day after 
St. Patrick’s Day, and Farrell sits at a 
table overlooking the pool at L.A.’s 
Roosevelt Hotel, smiling at how differ- 
ent this moment would have been just a 
few years ago. “We would have been 
down there, to begin with, not up here— 
and we wouldn’t have been alone,” he 
says, pointing at the sun-dappled pool 
area crowded with young women in 
bikinis. “It would have manifested itself 
into something completely out of all of 
our control. And you’d have gotten

It’s been a decade now since Farrell vaulted to overnight star- 
dom—hailed, with his scruffy good looks and easy, rakish charm, 
as “the Irish Brad Pitt.”

of Hollywood's most in-demand and highly paid leading men. Off | 


screen, he was the preeminent bad boy, an unapologetic hell-

I can’t say I 
remember that much of it, honestly. But I know that my kind 
of romantic fecklessness had turned into something more 
debilitating personally and creatively, because the word was 
spreading that I wasn’t reliable.” 

At the end of 2005, Farrell checked himself into rehab—or, 
as he puts it, “went away for a six-week extended holiday”—a 
decision that he says was about much more than a desire to 
press the reset button on his career. “I had issues way before 
I ever stepped into an acting class—my family were worried 
about me for years and years,” he says. “The stuff I used to 
get up to, the way I used to drive and what I used to have in 
my system—I’m profoundly lucky that I got out unscathed 
and that I didn’t kill anyone.” 

Even as he was getting sober, Farrell was waging a legal battle 
over a sex tape he’d made with Playboy model Nicole Narain, 
which he was trying to prevent from being publicly released. “I 
didn’t really give too much of a f--- about that—I just didn’t want 
it on demand in a hotel room,” Farrell says. “It was a bit of a 
nightmare, and an expensive 14 minutes. But at the end of the 
day, it was something to be laughed at. I mean, who hasn't...?” 
He catches himself and smiles. “Probably a lot of people.” 

Not long after rehab, Farrell was approached by writer- 
director Martin McDonagh about playing the role of a young 
hitman anguished over accidentally killing a child in Jn Bruges. 
Still feeling his way through this new chapter in his life, Farrell 
tried to talk McDonagh out of casting him, fearing his noto- 
riety would overshadow the film: “I said, ‘I’d love to do it. It’s 
brilliant. But I really don’t think you should hire me’” He laughs. 
“T was glad he didn’t listen to a f---ing word I said.” Whatever 
inner turmoil Farrell may have been enduring, costar Brendan 
Gleeson says, it went straight into the character, who veers 
between boozy banter and moments of profound remorse. 
“T was surprised at how tortured that performance was,” 
Gleeson says. “There are a lot of laughs in the movie, but 
every day there was some horrible place Colin had to go 
emotionally. He never allowed himself to just phone it in.” 

For his unbilled role in Crazy Heart as a country-music star 
who helps Jeff Bridges’ broken-down singer restart his career, 
Farrell faced a whole different type of challenge: getting on 
stage in front of 14,000 country fans and singing. “I was s---ting 
myself,” he says, laughing. “You’re outside your comfort zone— 
which, of course, is sometimes the most glorified place to be.” 
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ARRELL HEARS A helicopter circling overhead 

and breaks his stream of storytelling. He looks up, 

following the sound. It must be his publicist, he 

jokes. “She’s going to drop down on a ladder: ‘Stop 

talking!’” Farrell values his family’s privacy more than ever— 

he and his current girlfriend, Ondine costar Alicja Bachleda, 

now have a 6-month-old son, Henry—but reticence is clearly 

not in his nature. Even without a few pints of Guinness to loosen 

his inhibitions, he remains largely an open book, a natural- 

born charmer torn between his desire to entertain with a 

revealing anecdote or unvarnished insight and the need to set 

sensible, grown-up boundaries. “I still find it hard to censor 
myself,” he admits a little sheepishly. 

With Ondine making its American premiere at the Tribeca 

Film Festival later this month and three other films already in 

the can—a World War II drama called The Way Back, the crime 
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thriller London Boulevard, and a Kurdistan-conflict drama 
called Triage—Farrell would love nothing more than for movie- 
goers to see his work on its own terms. “Colin wants to leave an 
impact,” says actor Shea Whigham, who’s been one of Farrell’s 
closest friends since the two costarred in Tigerland. “Now that 
things are settled and the work is going well, he doesn’t want 
to rest on his laurels or his looks or his charisma. He wants to 
be great. We talk about it constantly.” 

Farrell has put some distance between himself and the 
Hollywood life. Instead of partying at the Chateau Marmont, 
he’s been at his home in the L.A. neighborhood of Los Feliz, 
he says, “changing nappies.” Yesterday he brought son 
James to the Sesame Street set: “It was magic,” says the actor, 
who has devoted himself in recent years to supporting the 
Special Olympics. “It was really emotional.” Against this 
quiet backdrop, dipping into Hollywood last month to help 


present the Best Actor award at the Academy Awards felt 
strange: “It’s never not weird, but I just haven’t been around 
any of this. I haven’t been out and about. I just went in the 
back door and was home on the couch in my pajamas by the 
time they called Best Picture.” 

For a long time, Farrell scheduled his movies back-to-back, 
living in hotel rooms, missing the weddings and funerals of 
relatives and friends because he was working. He ran on fumes, 
partying until all hours and falling asleep in makeup chairs. 
Now, for the first time in a while, he doesn’t have a project 
lined up. It’s a new feeling, and he’s learning to get comfortable 
with it. “For years, I was just like, what’s the next thing?” he 
says. “I was coming from the philosophy of ‘make hay while 
the sun shines’ and a disbelief that this was going to continue.” 
He pauses. “Now I don’t expect it to continue, nor do I expect 
it to leave. I just am where I am.” &

N THEIR RESPECTIVE hit television series 
The Office and 30 Rock, Steve Carell and Tina 
Fey play neurotic characters who are amusingly 
single—his Michael Scott and her Liz Lemon 
are, in their distinctive ways, pathologically 
bad relationship material in a world built for 
couples.

missus embroiled in unsettling urban may- 
hem, draws smartly on its stars’ considerable 
strengths. As the characters wiggle their way 
out of scrapes during a bizarro night in New 
York City, the actors hold steady as grown- 
ups, a rarity in a world of rom-coms about 
flighty girls and lost boys. And as a result, 
even when the action veers into tedium, 

the leads provide their own excellent 
entertainment. Box office champ 
Shawn Levy (Night at the Museum) 
directs this soft-edged all-American 
couples comedy with a nod of the 
chin to TV sitcoms and a tip of the 
hat to William Powell and Myrna 
Loy as Nick and Nora Charles in 
their Thin Man movies. The movie 

is a Walter Mitty fantasy for the 
modern kids’-playdate set. 

As extensive TV advertising has 
already made clear, Carell and Fey play 
Phil and Claire Foster, happy if bored 
married New Jerseyites with two mid- 
level careers, two kids, and a weekly 
“date night” at a local suburban eatery 
that’s as predictable as an episode of 
The King of Queens. But when Phil seizes 
on the couples-therapy-approved 
notion of perking up their marriage 
with dinner at a Manhattan hot spot, 
the result of his thoughtful gesture is a 
case of mistaken identity that leads to 
a rendezvous with corrupt cops, 
mobsters, thieves, and—scariest of 
all—imperious restaurant maitre d’s. 
In the way of such adventures in 
wonderland, one close call turns into 
another, and husband and wife come 
to see each other in a new light: 

Phil’s not the downtrodden wimp he 
appears to be on the surface; Claire’s the Tina 
Fey-ish wry babe we’ve known she was from 
the start. Cool costars in small roles include 
William Fichtner as a sleazy DA, James Franco 
and Mila Kunis as a couple of grifters, Ray 
Liotta as a gangster (what else?!), and Mark 
Wahlberg, in a buff and funny homage to his 
shirtless Marky Mark days, as a handy, 
shadowy “security expert.” For kicks, Kristen 
Wiig and Mark Ruffalo have a tiny, pointed bit 
as divorcing Jerseyites. I’d love to see these 
two in their own his-and-hers caper, based on 
Hepburn and Tracy’s Adam’s Rib. 

Meanwhile, in the way of such escapades, 
the action is broadly stupid—dully, routinely, 


smash-automobiles-up stupid, as Levy and 
screenwriter Josh Klausner attend to the 
needs of an imaginary audience segment. 
Who comes to a comedy starring Steve 
Carell and Tina Fey raring for a slapstick car 
chase in which Carell shrieks, “Waaaaaa!” 
like he’s Macaulay Culkin in Home Alone? 
There's no fear that Phil and Claire won’t 
survive their dangerous night on the town. 
No worries, either, that their mar- 

riage won't be strenghtened by their 

own personal After Hours experience, 

during which the Fosters will learn that the 
grass is plenty green right where they are in 
New Jersey (a magical Garden State, indeed, 
in which Gossip Girl’s Leighton Meester 
moonlights as a babysitter). 

Date Night is a conservative comedy with 
mainstream values and easy-to-follow lessons. 
(Lesson one: Don’t steal somebody else’s 
reservation at a Manhattan hot spot!) But 
with Carell and Fey collaborating, the movie 
becomes far more interesting than its plot or 
structure. Phil is a kind, resourceful, appre- 
ciative husband and father. Plus, he’s funny. 
Claire is a quick-witted, adaptable, perceptive 
wife and mother. Plus, she’s funny. For this 
21st-century Nick and Nora Charles, the 
flame is kept alive despite his nighttime 
anti-snore nose strip and her nighttime bite 
guard—thanks to a shared appreciation of 
the hilarity of nose strips and bite guards.

HE LAST TIME WE 

saw Freddy Krueger, 

it wasn’t pretty. That film, 

2003's Freddy vs. Jason, 
was a half-baked attempt to extend 
the expiration dates of two of Holly- 
wood’s biggest, bloodiest baddies 
of the 1980s. Unfortunately, it was 
also god-awful. So you might be 
wondering whether it’s too soon to 
resurrect a certain disfigured dude 
in a red-and-green-striped sweater. 
Well, we'll know the answer on 
April 30, when A Nightmare on Elm 
Street hits theaters (this time with- 
out Jason Voorhees from the Friday 
the 13th franchise). “It’s time to wipe 


the slate clean,” says Samuel Bayer, 
director of the new Nightmare. 
“Freddy started out as a pretty 
frightening character, but in the end 
he became slapstick. I mean, you 
can only tell so many jokes as you’re 
killing someone. We wanted to make 
him really scary and nasty again.” 
The biggest surprise for fans of the 
series may be the absence of Robert 
Englund, the 62-year-old actor who 
wore the fedora and razor-fingered 
glove in all eight previous install- 
ments. In his place is Jackie Earle 
Haley, best known for his haunting, 
Oscar-nominated turn in Little 
Children and for playing the equally 


creepy Rorschach in Watchmen. 
“This is really scary for me because 
Robert owns Freddy,” says Haley, 48. 
“Tt’s daunting to step into those shoes, 
but also really exciting because it’s 
such an iconic character.” 

Bayer promises that his Nightmare 
update will stick close to Wes Craven’s 
1984 original, with up-and-comers 
Rooney Mara and Kyle Gallner step- 
ping in for Heather Langenkamp and 
Johnny Depp as teens being stalked 
while they sleep. “We wanted 
to make this realistic...or, 

\ as realistic as a film about 
a guy who kills you in your 
dreams can be. We also 
wanted to show the origin 

of how Fred Krueger 
became Freddy Krueger.” 

For his part, Haley says he 

watched the silent horror classic 

Nosferatu and read up on serial killers 

to get into the mutilated murderer’s 
mindset. But it was only when he sat 
in the makeup chair—a process that 
took four hours every day—that he 

realized, “This is a campfire tale and 

Freddy’s the bogeyman!” That’s also 

when it hit him that no matter how 
good he is as Freddy, the knives 

will be out. “Of course I’m worried 

about that,” says the actor. “But they 
were going to have to get someone 
to play Freddy. And since they were 
going to, why not me?”

The movie includes never-before-seen foot- 
age of the Doors backstage and in the studio, 
as well as fluky clips of Morrison, bearded 
but not yet bloated, driving through the desert 
(they’re from an aborted 1969 film project 
called Highway). DiCillo also does a haunting 
job of reconstructing, through films and photo- 
graphs, the legendary Miami concert where 
Morrison was arrested for an indecent expo- 
sure he never got to commit. The singer's 
elevation into a leaping and whirling Dionysian 
prince in dark curls, conch belt, and leather 
pants is one of the great operatic-erotic spec- 
tacles in rock. The film gets that drama, and 
the drama of his alcoholic descent as well. 

When You're Strange does have one major 
idiosyncrasy. There are no interviews—at all. 
The movie is stitched together with a narra- 
tion, spoken by Johnny Depp, that sounds 
like a highly enlightened Wikipedia entry. 

Yet DiCillo knows what made this band great. 
He does justice to the music—to the spangly 
stoned grandeur of “The Crystal Ship” 

and to the dark majesty of “Light My Fire,” 
to every song in which Jim Morrison, with 
his lordly baritone, seemed to be entering 
heaven and hell at the same time. B+

INTERVENTION (A&E) Of all the 
shows, Lamm gives this series 

his most positive rating. “It 
cheered the idea of intervention for

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| VEN TODAY, all these years later, 
Piper Kerman, 40, can’t really 
explain what she was thinking 
when she got entangled with the drug 
traffickers who would eventually land 
her in prison. “I was at a moment in my 
life when risk-taking behavior was really 
attractive,” says the author, whose 
vivid, revealing new book, Orange Is the 
New Black, chronicles her brief life of 
crime and subsequent stint in a federal 
lockup. “With young people, there is a 
much lower sense of the potential con- 
sequences of your actions.” Still, most 
Smith grads don’t get mixed up with a 
West African drug lord. “People do 
incredibly dumb things every day,’ she 
says. “I’m sure anyone can relate to 
that on some level. I think the most 
interesting part of the story is not this 
stupid, reckless crime I committed, but 
rather the consequences I had to pay.” 
Kerman got drawn into the drug ring 
right after college, lured by her then 
girlfriend, who was already involved. 
She says she never actually handled 
drugs, but she did smuggle cash 
for the group before getting spooked 
and cutting off ties. She moved to San 
Francisco, got a job, and thought she’d

put it all behind her. Then one day 

the doorbell rang, It was two US. 
customs officers, there to inform her 
she'd been indicted. “It was a terrible 
moment,” she says, sitting in the living 
room of the cozy Brooklyn apartment 
she shares with her husband and two 
cats. “A visceral, physical moment— 
heart pounding, temples pounding. It 
was apparent to me very quickly that 
the consequences would be heavy.” 

A 15-month sentence, to be exact. 
Kerman pleaded guilty to money 
laundering, and in February 2004, 
she headed off into the unknown. 
The federal correctional facility in 


Danbury, Conn., turned out to be 
neither a violent hellhole nor a cushy 
“Club Fed,” and while life was dehu- 
manizing in countless ways both 

big and small, the inmates, she was 
surprised to discover, formed a 
remarkably close-knit and supportive 
community. “The other prisoners 
were kinder and more generous and 
more interesting than I possibly could 
have imagined,” she says. “Prisoners 
rely on each other to a tremendous 
degree for day-to-day functioning and 
emotional support getting through an 
incredibly difficult experience. Those 
relationships can be really intense.”

There were plenty of tough 
times, of course, moments of guilt 
and loneliness and frustration. 
Even in minimum security, 
conditions were grim. The roof 
leaked. Black maggots periodically 
appeared in one of the bathrooms. 
Rehabilitative programs were few 
and often astonishingly clueless 
(a class on postprison housing 
covered insulation and aluminum 
siding). The low point came when 
Kerman’s grandmother became 
gravely ill. Unable to penetrate the 
faceless bureaucracy to secure a 
furlough, she never got to say 
goodbye. “It’s devastating when 
you confront how selfish actions 
you've taken are preventing you 
from being there for the people 
who need you the most,” she says. 
“That’s a terrible, terrible thing.” 

But there were good times, too, 
like a surprise birthday party that 
featured homemade cards and 
prison approximations of enchila- 
das and cheesecake. “People are 
incredibly resilient, and they 
figure out a way to create their 
own joy,” says Kerman. “That’s 
totally inspiring.” 

On March 4, 2005, after 
serving 13 months of her sen- 


tence, Kerman was released. Her 
transition back into freedom 
proved easier than most. “I knew 
a lot of women who were going 
home to homeless shelters,” she 
says, “and I came home to this 
nice apartment.” A friend created a 
job for her at his telecom company 
(she now does communications 
work for nonprofits), and soon life 
started to get back to normal. 

Except for one thing: People 
were endlessly fascinated by Ker- 
man’s experience. “There was just 
such a voracious interest in the 
story from everyone I knew,” she 
says. “People wanted to hear every 
detail. In some cases they would sit 
and listen for hours.” So she decided 
to write a book. Not surprisingly, 
publishers were as intrigued as 
her friends, although it took some 
effort to draw out the story’s emo- 
tional punch. “When I met her, I 
found her extremely poised, and a 
little chilly and guarded,” says 
Spiegel & Grau co-publisher Julie 
Grau, who edited Orange. “She had 
an incredible story, but it took her 
a while to open up. You want to 
know what's going on inside.” 

Kerman ultimately did dig 
deep, and that self-revelation now 
makes her anxious. “I’m nervous 
as hell,” she says about the book’s 
release. “It’s hard to put yourself 
out there and talk about some- 
thing that’s so personal. To talk 
about the worst thing you ever did 
and the consequences. But it’s a 
really important subject—one that 
affects not just me but millions 
and millions of Americans.” 

Although she’s in touch with 
some of her prison friends, none 
have read the book yet. “I hope 
they find that it’s respectful 
toward them and their lives,” 
she says. “I hope they feel like 
I’ve captured accurately what 
that life is like. But I don’t know 
what they’ll think. I hope they 
like it, you know?”

Green Day Goes 
To Broadway 


Thank Flicka for bringing Green Day to 
Broadway. While directing that girl-and-her- 
horse movie in 2005, the veteran stage and 
film director Michael Mayer became obsessed 
with the pop-punk trio’s furiously political 
2004 album, American Idiot, which he blasted 
every day while driving the Pacific Coast 
Highway to and from the set. “I started to 
realize, ‘God, this is a rock opera that has real 
potential to be staged,” he recalls. 

Mayer pitched his vision—which opens on 
Broadway on April 20—to Green Day’s camp in 
July 2007. Their response was warm, if initially 
surprised. “I didn’t know I was writing a musical 
when we were [recording],” frontman Billie Joe 
Armstrong told EW last April. “But the idea of 
it becoming one was just so crazy that it could 
work.” Armstrong, it turned out, had grown up a 
Broadway baby: “I used to hear show tunes a 
lot when I was a kid, and I used to sing them— 
Annie Get Your Gun, stuff like that.” Soon he and 
Mayer were bonding over their one point of 
shared musical taste. “I’m so not the punk-rock 
guy, but we had this connection of the 
great American songbook,” says Mayer.

“No one ever 
thought, ‘Oh, we’ve got to make it safe for 
Broadway: I love my Carousel as much as the 
next person, but the supertraditionalists are 
not the majority of the theatergoing audience 
anymore. It’s time again for Broadway to 
have music that is what people are listening 
to now.”
